I was told by a police officer to move my car off the grass at 
Airport Park the other day during my lunch hour. I was totally 
frustrated! Here I am, along with others, scattered throughout 
the park enjoying the nice breeze, clear weather, peace and 
quiet. Just as we are trying to take a little time off from work 
to enjoy some lunch and a much needed rest from whatever 
annoyances our varlous occupations give us, we get hit with 
yet another little annoyance. Out of the blue, a young police 
officer drives up to us and very politely asks us to move into 
the sun! He understands it's hot but “they” are trying to get the 
grass nice and green. The grass is nice and green. This is "The 
Glades.” We don't even have to fertilize! 

Remember the signs at the city entrances - “Her Soil Is Her 
Fortune”? Just about anything that happens to grass, short of 
spraying it with the intention of killing it, repairs itself so fast 
you can practically sit and watch it happen. The fact is the 
grass at Airport Park couldn't be any greener. 

You know, now that I think about it, one of the things that 
makes grass brown 19 not collecting the clippings and just 
leaving them to dry. You can see these clippings at Airport Park 
pretty regularly. I know this for a fact because 1 have been eat- 
ing lunch there and, yes, parking on the grass for the last three 
years."
